WASHINGTON. July 25-iyp—The 
longest, costliest steel strike in Am­ 
erican history in effect 
is 
over. 
Production is expected to resume 
next week.

Emerson, very much above the bat­ 
tle, said haughtily: “ Politics is a deleter­ 
ious profession.” “The best party,” 
said 
Lord Halifax, “ is but a kind of conspiracy 
against the rest of the nation . . . Ignor­ 
ance maketh men go into a party, a n d 
shame keepeth them from going out of it.” 
Cow’per thought: “The ape of virtuous pol­ 
itics is past. ' Party spirit, according 
to 
Pope, is “at best the madness of many for 
the gain of a few.” 
So people go on discovering that men do 
not become sail is when they go into pol­ 
itics, and the old cry “Tprn the 
rascals 
out!” sounds as fresh ted a v as it did when 
Charles A. Dana used it in the campaign

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Sectionalism is not unusual in most coun­ 


tries. In the larger ones, geographic dif­ 


ferences play an important role in form­ 


ing varieties of attitudes. In some coun­ 


tries even small ones, sectionalism is often 


the product of differing racial and relig­ 


ious origins. Such a small nation as Yugo­ 


slavia is so divided; and little Belgium is 
divided between Flemings and Walloons. 
In the United States, sectionalism ante­ 
dates the Civil War, Even in colonial times, 
the culture of Virginia and South Carolina, 
for instance, was different from that of 
Massachusetts and Connecticut. 
In 
the 
South, land ownership was the 
mark of 
wealth; in the North, 
the 
possession of 


m o n e y early became a mark cl social dis­ 
tinction. The South based its economy to 
some degree upon indentured white men 
and Negro slaves; in the North, a f r e t 1 
economy early asserted itself. 


This generalization is too simple not to 
call for numerous exceptions of which I am 
aware, hut it does make the basic distinc­ 
tion between a continuing Enghsh-style so- 
ciet> of landed gentry in the South and a 
developing bourgeois society of tradesmen 
and manufacturers in the North. Out of this 
distinction developed the modern Demo­ 
cratic and Republican parties. 


From 1860 to 1932. this additional factor 
in the North appeared: namely, the farm­ 
ers were generally Republicans, while the 
new’ immigrants in each period tended to 
be Democrats. 
The newer immigrants, 
those, let us say, who came into this coun­ 
try subsequent to 1905, tended also to re­ 
main, to a considerable extent, laborers 
who brought with them European proletar­ 
ian concepts of the class struggle in dis­ 
tinction to the American concept of equal­ 
ity of opportunity. 


The Democratic Party, under Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, was the first American polit­ 
ical party which consciously and even sci­ 
entifically recognized the nature of t h e 
changes which had taken place in 
t h e 
American population. 


The Democrats accepted the South as 
theirs, to be held without effort, because 
the organization of local power in the 
Southern states made it difficult, if not im­ 
possible, for the politicians to switch to the 
Republican Party, except on an issue of 
religious bigotry such as affected Al Smith. 
The failure of the Jeffersonian Democrats 
to defeat Roosevelt and the Dixiecrats to 
defeat Truman was due to this one-partv 
condition in most of the solid South. The 
fruits in the local elections were too impor­ 
tant to sacrifice. 


The division between North and 
South 
continues among the Democrats in 
1952, 
with this added factor, that the CTO has 
become a greater power under Truman 
than it was under Roosevelt. 
No matter 
what the situation, Roosevelt managed to 
be the master of the day and could, if need 
be, quarrel with so powerful a figure as 
John L. Lewis. 
Truman is no such man. 
The present 
steel strike, for which Mr. Truman is re­ 
sponsible. 
establishes the overwhelming 
authority of Phil Murray. 
No Democrat 
will be nominated for the Presidency whom 
the CIO opposes,
